WHERE TO BUY SEED CORN. 





We are receiving a great number of 
letters every week asking us where to 
buy seed corn this year. We cannot 
undertake to answer these letters pri 
vately as it is entirely too great a task 
on our office force and, therefore, give 
what advice we have to give through 
the columns of the paper. In general, 
we would say, buy your seed corn as 
near the same latitude and longitude 
as you can. For Missouri and one or 
two counties on the southern line of 
lowa, and the corresponding latitude 
in Illinois and Indiana, it is quite 
safe to buy Boone County White, where 
one prefers white corn, and corns of 
the Leaming and Legal Tender type 
tor yellow. In the latitude of Iowa, 
leaving out the southern tier, or per- 


haps two tiers, of counties, Leaming 
and Reid’s Yellow Dent can be safely 
planted, but in using the Leaming, 
say in northern lowa as far north as 
the latitude of Dubuque, we would pre- 
fer that which has been acclimated. 
Both the Leaming and Yellow Dent 
have been grown by farmers and breed- 
ers as far north as the Illinois Central 
railway, and ir some turther 
north, and have become acclimated 
and, therefore, can be safely planted 
over a wide area. The same can be 
said of Legal Tender and other varie- 
ties as well. 

For white, 


cases 


there is probably noth- 
ing better in this latitude than the 
Silver Mine. In the latitude north of 
the Illinois Central and in Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, it will be for 
our readers to buy corn that has been 
acclimated has adapted itself to 
that section for the bulk of their crop. 
The letters which we have published 
on sound corn in the soft corn dis- 
tricts show with scarcely an excep 
tion that the sound corn in that see 
tion last year has beea home grown. 
We think it would be a wise thing 
for our readers there to buy a small 
amount of the medium sized corns and 
acclimate them. What we mean by this

is that if a farmer buys a half bush- 
el or a bushel of seed of any of the 
improved varieties and plants it, he 
can then select the ears that mature. 
as some of them will, and save them 
for seed next year, and in the cours: 
of two or three years the corn will 
adapt itself to the environment It 
will grow a smaller ear uch an ear 
as the climate will permit it to grow 
This is the best thing that can be 


done, and in this way the farmer can 
secure the advantages of breeding, and 
at the same time get a corn that will 


do all that nature is capable of J 


in these northern sections 

For the territory west cf the Mis 
souri river w2 would advise if po 
sible, getting corn adapted to the 
longitude as well as the latitude. It 
would be a good deal safer to take 
corn from the east to the west thai it 
woul’ to bring corn from that section 
east cf the Missouri. Corn adapts 


itself nct merely to the temperature, 
but also te the rainfall; that is. it ac 
quires the capacity for getting moist 
ura where moisture is a searee arti- 
cle. Therefore corn brought from the 
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drier sections to the moister is apt to 
keep on growing without much at- 
tention to temperature, and is caugut 
by the frost. This was the almost 
universal experience of farmers some 
years ago, when they were obliged to 
depend on Kansas and Nebraska corn 
for seed. 

There are indications that the white 
varieties can get moisture where the 
yellow fail, and can also produce bet- 
ter crops on tenacious clay soils than 
do the yellow. At least this seems 
to be The subject needs to be 
thoroughly investigated, and no doubt 
will be, now that the attention of the 
public is directed to corn growing as 
it never has been before. 

Once more we urge our 
test their corn this year 
themselves beyond any doubt what- 

to its germinating quality. A 
good deal the corn that seems to 
be all right will, on close examination, 
be found to be defective, and there is 
no way of determining even after the

PREPARING PEDIGREES. 


Iowa subscriber writes: 


A northern 


“I bought two Hereford heifers 
and a bull. Where can I get pedi- 
grees for the calves of these heifers? 
Do you think Hereford cattle will be 
all right for a man whe milks from 
25 to 30 cows? I want to raise my 


own steers and feed a car load every 
year.” 

If the heifers were bred at the time 
our correspondent purchased them it 
would be necessary for the party who 
bred them to furnish him with the 
signed pedigrees as he would be the 
breeder of the calves. If; however, 
the heifers were not bred at the time 
of purchase, but were bred afterwards 
by our correspondent, then he is the 
breeder of the calves. Pedigree blanks 
can be obtained by writing C. R. 
Thomas, Secretary of the Hereford 
Association, Stock Yards, Chieago, Il. 
Secure these blanks and fill them out 
for the calves and send thém to Mr. 
Thomas for registration accompanied 
by the necessary fee. 


THE PERMANENT PASTURE. 


In all sections of our territory, but in 
some parts much more than in others, 
there is a certain amount of land that 
should never be broken up but should 
be devoted to permanent pasture. 
Almost any of our readers can point 
out fields and farms that have been 
cultivated for ten, fifteen, or twenty 
years and which are worth less now, 
even with the improvements thrown in, 
than wild land of the same character 
would bring in the open market. Some 
of these lands are too rough and 
broken for profitable cultivation. Others 
of them are not adapted to 
crops at all but might grow something 
if devoted to permanent pasture. 
Others of them are located at such a 
distance from the home farm that 
they are worth more for permanent 
pasture than for any other purpose. 

When land reaches from $75 to $100 
per acre, we doubt the propriety of 
devoting any portion of it, except per- 
haps a few acres for hog and calf pas- 
tures, to permanent pasture. Lands at 
that price that are rich in themselves 
and capable of easy tillage will bring 
more revenue on the tillage than they 
will on the pasture; that is, provided 
they are first class farming land. 
There are other lands rich enough so 
far as the available elements of fer- 
tility are concerned but which by rea- 
son of the physical condition of the 
soil and the difficulty of getting it in 
condition for the best crops every year 
will furnish a better revenue under 
permanent pasture than under .any 
kind of tillage. To this class belongs 
much of the so-called hardpan lands 


of northern Missouri and _ southern 
Illinois. 
It goes without saying that lands 


from which timber has been recently 
removed, whether in Minnesota, Iowa, 
or Missouri, will furnish more revenue 
as a rule under permanent pasture, at 
least for a term of years, than in al- 
most any other way. And here we 
wish to present once more our idea 
of the permanent pasture. It is not 
a pasture composed exclusively of wild 
prairie such as are to be 
found in central and western Nebraska 
and Kansas or the Dakotas. These 
are permanent pastures and many 


grasses, 


grain..}- 





thousands of acres of land in those 
sections have been broken up which 
would have furnished a better revenue 
if their owners had allowed nature to 
take her own course and had never 
put a plow into them. 

While this pasture is permanent, it 
is not the kind of permanent pasture 
We have in mind now. That pasture 
should have the greatest possible va- 
riety of pasture grasses blooming, that 
is coming into their best condition, in 
succession throughout the entire sea- 
son. In the latitude of Missouri, south- 
ern Iowa, and the corresponding lati- 
tude in Illinois and eastern Kansas 
orchard grass should have a place. 
Why? Because it furnishes the early 
bite so much desired both by the 
farmer and the live stock. Blue grass 
should have a permanent place because 
next to orchard grass it furnishes the 
earliest bite. Furthermore, because it 
is native to these localities, sows itself 
wherever it has an opportunity, and 
stays by the land from year to year 
and from generation to generation; 
because it furnishes not only the early 
bite but the later bite, and when cov- 
ered with snow remains green through 
winter and maintains its succulence 
and nutrition fairly well unui grass 
grows in the spring. Blue grass 
should always have aq place in the 
permanent pasture even if it does take 
a vacation in July and August. 

Next comes white clover, some- 
times called Dutch clover. It should 
always be sown with blue grass. Why”? 
Because being a legume, or a plant 
that draws its nitrogen from’ the 
atmosphere, the blue grass impera- 
tively needs it. These two grasses are 
married and there is no decree of 
court that can permanently separate 


them. They are as helpful to each 
other as man and wife. Sometimes, 
around the domestic hearthstone, 


there is an apparent strife and one or 
other comes out ahead but they have a 
way of settling their difficulties and 
dwelling together in real if not al- 
Ways apparent harmony. Some years 
white clover seems to take full pos- 
session and the blue grass hides; per- 
haps the next year the blue grass will 
be the dominating force and cue white 
clover modestly retires ror the time 
being. F 

In laying down a permanent pasture, 
we would put in both the mammoth 
and red cloyers. Why? Because 
these come to their best just when blue 
grass has passed its best in the month 
of June, the common red first, the 
mammoth about three weeks later. By 
the time the mammoth has done its 
work, the second growth of the com- 
mon red is coming forward, and the 
orchard grass begins to throw out its 
dense foliage, the leaves apparently 
laughing at the scorching suns which 
Wither the blue grass and dwarf the 
white clover, and by the time it has 
done its -work the blue grass has 
awakened from its sleep and throws out 
its long. lucious blades and seems to 
say to all the others: Get out of the 
way and give me room to spread my- 
self. to furnish feed for the cattle all 
fall and the sheep and horses all 
winter. 

This. in brief. is our idea of the 
permanent pasture. How can it be 
secured? On lands that have never 
felt the plow, as, for example, un- 
broken prairie or lands newly cleared 
from brush. sow the seeds above men- 
tioned and cover them lightly if pos- 
sible. or. if not. let them undertake to 
cover themselves, which they will do 
if they are sown early in the spring. 
We would then put on live stock of 
some kind to eat down whatever native 
grasses there may be. On newly 
cleared brush land we would put on 
goats to keep down the brush. On 
prairie land we would put on young 
cattle, sheep or mules. 

In the above we should have men- 
tioned alsike for sloughs, swales, and 
bottom lands subject to overflow, and 
in Minnesota and extreme northern 
Iowa redtop on similar lands. In 
these northern sections we would not 
use orchard grass. 

Our object in sowing this great 
variety of grass is two fold: First, 
you must not expect blue grass largely 
to predominate for the first three or 
four years. It is difficult to get good 
seed to begin with. Blue grass spreads 
largely by its stoloniferous roots and 
it takes time to make this growth. 
During these earlier years the other 


grasses will furnish the forage re- 
quired. The blue grass will, if per- 
mitted. root them out, the large 


clovers about the second year, timothy 
and orchard grass about the fifth or 
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sixth. This, however, should 1 be 
permitted. There is_ scares a 
farmer who gets more than ha the 
feeding value of his permanent pas. 
ture. The other grasses should re- 
sown about every third year. On goo4, 
tillable land where there a1 no 
stumps or rocks this is easily don ret 
a good disk drill and as soon : he 
frost begins to go out, drill the 
seeds, paying no attention whats to 
the apparent damage that is d to 
the blue grass and white clove: his

The boys and their fathers m as 
well understand that one of the great 
difficulties in breeding corn is to avoid 
this cross-pollination. Some years, 
such as last, the pollen will blow onl; 
a few rods, while in years suc tl 
year before, it will 
half a mile and perhaps further. We 
want the boys to. keep their ed 
just as pure as they can becau 
of the objects have 
spending our time and money on this

On the subject of selection general 
ly, we would say to the boys ge 
the best piece of land they can, pr 
ably, other things being equal, a good 
clover sod broken up last fall or to 
broken up this spring, and get 
far as possible from other corn. If 
you manure it, do not use anything 
but well rotted stable manur 
not put on too much of it.

It is possible to have the land so rich 
that the crop will go to stalk rathe!

BARREN STALKS. 
An Illinois correspondent writes as 


follows: 


“Some time last summer you asked 
he boys to report on-the number of 
barren stalks in their father’s corn 


fields I have not yet seen any summary 


of these reports. At the time the 
question was put I was busy going 
through three of our twenty acre 


patches looking for the butterprint, or 

Indian Mallows, otherwise known as 
velvet weed, that are so prolific in seed- 
ing that I am continuing the fight I 
began twenty years ago, gathering up 
the ir seed pods and burning them be- 
Sides pulling up the plants. I have no 
doubt the plants I am gathering now 
is from seed carried on the field in 
hoofs of horses and cattle from road- 
sides and other places. In doing this 
I paid a great deal of attention to bar- 
ren stalks and in counting one hun- 
dred rows, eighty rods long in three 
different lots I was surprised at the 
smallness of the number to be found. 
I was still more surprised, wnen gath- 
ering corn at the weight of the ears. 
One of these lots was the second crop 
after an old blue grass pasture, and in 
the 75 bushels of corn per acre I found 
but few soft nubbins. 

“My explanation of the above scarcity 
of barren stalks is as follows: During 
the first part of July when the corn 
Was growing most rapidly and there- 
fore very brittle, we had a severe 
electric storm which broke off at least 
one-fifth of the stand. leaving an aver- 
age of about two stalks to the hill 
very food stalk with a good sized 
“ar and sometimes two was the rule.

of barren stalks, or was the excess

were too busy at the time, and then 
concluded that the best use to be made 
of these reports would be to summarize 
them just before corn planting time in 
order that the conclusions drawn 
might be fresh in the minds of our 
readers. 

There seems to be quite a diversity 
of opinion as to the phrase “barren 
stalks.” We understood it at the time 
as a stalk which produces a _ tassel 
without an attempt to produce an ear, 
When our helpers made their first re- 
port they found a very large per cent 
of barren stalks in most cases, while 
in others the per cent was very small. 
We suspected some of them were 
counting suckers and asked for a sup- 
plementary report in which suckers 
should be excluded. Quite a number 
made this report and the average was 
very small as we recollect it, two or 
three per cent. We did a little investi- 
gating ourselves and found when the 
suckers was excluded there was not 
more than one per cent of barren 
stalks as above defined. At one of 
Prof. Holden’s lectures, we asked him 
to define a barren stalk, which he did 
something as follows: First—A stalk 
which produces a tassel but no ear. 
Second—aA stalk that attempts to pro- 
duce an ear and fails to produce more 
than a cob. Third—A stalk which by 
reason of some animal or insect injury 
fails to produce an ear. This our 
readers will observe is quite different 
from the definition generally accepted, 
or at least from that in our mind 
when putting this question. We have 
come to the conclusion that the per 
cent of barren stalks, according to our 
idea is very small, except when corn 
is planted entirely too thick and that, 
with two stalks to the hill on good 
land in the corn belt regions, there 
will be very few, probably not more 
than one per cent, of barren stalks 
unless the corn root louse, or corn 
worm, or bill bug or some other pest 
has been getting in its work. We be- 
lieve the reports from our helpers 
when summarized will go far to cor- 
rect the misunderstanding on this very 
important subject. 


REPAIRING A HEDGE ROW. 


An Indiana subscriber writes: 

“A hedge row forms part of the 
division fence between our fand and 
an adjoining farm. In places where 
the hedge doesn’t grow there are 
openings through which a hog can 
pass. What can I do with these 
places to make the hedge hog proof?” 

If our correspondent wishes to re- 
the hedge as a fence, it seems 
to us the best way would be to start

these vacant places, and protect them 
by running a hog tight fence on each 
side of them across the gap. If this 
is done and some attention given to 
the young plants it will not be long 
until the gaps are filled. If any of 
our readers have a better way to sug- 


gest, we will be glad to hear from 
them. 
BUYING SEED CORN IN THE EAR. 


Wallaces’ Farmer has for two or 
three years advised its readers to buy 
seed corn Only in the ear, believing 


that the general adoption of this 
method will do more to improve the 
quality of the corn grown in the mid- 
dle west than any other method that 
can possibly be adopted. In doing so, 
however, we wish to warn our read- 
ers that they must not expect perfect 
ears. They must not expect every 
ear to be filled out at the tip or at the 
butt. They must not expect every ear 
to be exactly like every other ear. If 
the ears are of uniform type, if the 
corn will all grow, that is as much as 
they should expect. Seedsmen when 
they sell corn in the ear will unfail- 
ingly send out better corn than if they 
were sending it out shelled. If our 
readers would realize how scarce per- 
fect ears are, let them spend an after- 
noon selecting five bushels of seed 
corn out of a hundred bushels of their 
own. They will then come to under- 
stand how difficult it is to find ears 
even approximating to perfection. If 
you order corn sold in the ear and are 
disappointed in it, just go out and try 
to pick anything like as good ears out 
of your own crib. 

Another thing: Do not expect to 
get corn in the ear for lefs than $2.00 
per bushel. It simply cannot be grown 
for less money, nor need we ever ex- 
pect it to be grown for less. The man 
who buys this corn at $2.00, grows it 
and sells his corn for 25 cents, will 
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make a great deal more money than 
the man who sells the seed corn at 
$2.00. The dearest seed corn you can 
buy this year is the shelled seed corn 
at $1.00 per bushel. The men who 
are doing more than any other to 
prevert improvement are those who 
are trying to buy well bred seed corn 
in the ear at $1.00 per bushel. Seeds- 
men are going to give what the farm- 
ers want. If the farmer wants cheap 
stuff, they must either furnish it or 
go out of business. If they want the 
very best and are willing to pay for 
it, and get it in such shape that they 
will know whether they are getting it 


or not, then let them say: Send me 
your best at $2.00 per bushel. It takes 


so little seed to plant an acre of corn 
that the man who quibbles on price 
stands in his own light. We had rath- 
er pay $5.00 per bushel for first-class 
seed corn than buy the $1.00 per bush- 
el corn. 


SORGHUM FOR FODDER OR 
ENSILAGE. 

The rate at which sorghum or cane 
has grown in favor as a stock food 
can only be compared to the way sor- 
ghum grows in July and August. The 
cattlemen of the have 
learned from long experience to re- 
it as their in sea- 
drouth and for winter feed. 
Its introduction as a forage crop in 
the central west began some years 
ago, Mr. Isaac Wilson and Mr. D. B. 
Patterson beginning its cultivation to 
obtain a cheap, nutritious food for 
dairy cows. They soon found that all 
farm animals ate it with more relish 
than good hay. Hogs soon showed by 
their liking for it and their thrift, 
that its succulence made it a needed 
addition to their bill of fare. The 
neighbors of the parties named were 
not slow to learn from them its great 
value as feed for dairy cows. This 
accounts for the fact that almost ev- 
ery farm in the vicinity of Des Moines 
has been growing sorghum at a rapid- 
ly increasing rate. 

Wallaces’ Farmer has for years 
urged its readers to give sorghum a 
trial, and many have done so. Wher- 
ever tried, giving attention to the di- 
rections given about growing and 
feeding, it has proved to be one of the

best paying crops on the farm. It 
yields six to ten tons per acre. Prop- 
erly harvested, it remains succulent 


and good to the taste all winter. 

It is mainly a heat and fat produc- 
ing feed, because so rich in sugar. It 
is eaten with almost no waste. It can 
be grown without cultivation after be- 
ing planted and can be harvested dur- 
ing a considerable period and at a 
season when other work is not press- 
ing. It does not exhaust the soil, be- 
ing largely carbonaceous. It can be 
grown on land foul with weeds and 
will smother them out. Chickens are 
very fond of the seed, and thrive on 
it. The grower of ensilage crops has 
nothing but praise of sorghum for 
the silo. The dairymen and _ other 
stock growers who have used it to help 
out the short pastures in August and 
September learn to value a plant that 
yields from ten to twenty tons of 
pure feed per acre. 

Why should our readers allow a few 
to realize profits on such a crop sim- 
ply because they do not look up its 
merits? It is no Jonger an experl- 
ment. Read carefully the articles in 
our paper which treat of its culture 
and use. Grow one or two acres at 
least. This successfully done will 
give you confidence to make the wide 
use Of sorghum of which it is capa- 
ble. Those who have learned to 
grow it have learned how valuable 
and practical is a crop which was un- 
thought of until their farm papers 
called attention to it. 


CONTAGIOUS ABORTION. 


One of the leading papers read at 
the recent meeting of the Improved 
Live Stock Breeders’ Association of 
Kansas was that of Dr. O. O. Wolf, of 
Ottawa, on the subject of contagious 
abortion. We have not space to give 
anything like a full synopsis, but give 
the following extracts on the subject 
of prevention and remedies. In the 
line of prevention he recommends a 
separate pasture for cows far ad- 
vanced in pregnancy, a clean calving 
pen, an accurate record of dates of 
service, and a record of abortions as 
there are critical periods about every 
twenty days 

When symptoms appear, which are 
the same as those of calving,, he rec- 
ommends a dose of fluid extract of 
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black haw and the fluid extract of In- 
dian hemp. Four ounces of black haw 
and one ounce of Indian hemp are the 
proper doses, but twice the amount 
can be given without danger. He rec- 
ommends the carbolic acid treatment 
in cases of infectious abortion. On 
this point we quote in full, as follows: 

“Should a cow abort in the herd she 
should be removed and the cleanings 
and foetus burned or destroyed. It is 
a good plan to inject into the vagina 
of the cow about a gallon of water 
heated to 100 degrees Fahrenheit, to 
which is added some antiseptic, such 
as bichloride of mercury, 1 to 2,000, or 
creolin or boracic aqid, say enough to 
make a two or three per cent solution. 
If you have .infectious abortion it is 
considered a good plan to sponge off 
the external genitals of the other cows 
with some antiseptic, but I have sel- 
dom found it necessary. Have usual- 
ly relied on carbolic acid given inter- 
nally. All cows that have aborted, 
as well as those suffering from leucor- 
rhea should be subject to it before be- 


ing bred again. The bull when af- 
fected, should have the same treat- 


local antiseptic 
have not 


ment in addition to 
treatment. All cows that 
aborted in an infected herd may be 
subject to it with good results. It is 
usually given in the feed, such as bran 
mash or well stirred up in the drink- 
ing water. The average dose to be- 
gin with is about fifteen drops two or 
three times a day, gradually increas- 
ing it. As high as three drachms may 
be given in a single day. The treat- 
ment should be continued from three 
to six weeks.” 

Our readers should discriminate 
between contagious and sporadic abor- 
tion. The latter may occur’ from 
many causes—hooks, kicks, strains in 
jumping fences or wading through 
sloughs. It may be purely sympa- 
thetic, or it may come from an over 
feed of second crop clover. In these 
cases, however, it is usually limited to 
single individuals or at most a few. 
Contagious abortion usually goes 
through the entire herd and presents 
one of the most serious problems that 
the farmer is called upon to solve. 


A ROTATION OF FEED YARDS AND 
PASTURES. 


A good deal has been said from time 
to time about the rotation of crops on 
the farm. It is now reasonably well 
understood by all progressive farm- 
ers that corn cannot be grown 
continuously after corn, nor wheat 
after wheat, nor flax after flax, 
nor can any sorts of grain be grown 
in succesion to one another success- 
fully without the intervention of a 
grass crop, and especially of a legu- 
minous crop. It has been quite well 
understood that leguminous crops ob- 
tain their nitrogen from the atmos- 
phere and must be rotated with grass 
and grain crops which are dependent 
on the soil for their supply of nitro- 
zen. 

It is not, however, so well under- 
stood that there must be a rotation of 
feed yards and pastures, as well as of 
crops, if animals are to be kept 
healthy. The pens and yards in which 
large numbers of hogs have been kept 
from year to year inevitably become 
foul, and sometimes it requires a visit 
of cholera or some other disease to 
awaken the owner to the fact that he 
has been violating the laws of nature, 
which invariably infiict due punish- 
ment even though it may seem long 
delayed. The remedy is the tearing 
down of the old pig pens, taking out 
the accumulation of manure, plowing 
up the yard or lot, thus exposing it to 
the purifying agency of the sunlight, 
and seeding it down to rape or some 
other growing crop. 

The man who undertakes to keep 
sheep, especially the mutton breeds, in 
the same field from year to year, even 
though the pastures may be of the 
best, will find to his sorrow that his 
sheep will be affected with stomach 
worms, with worms that cause nodu- 
lar disease of the intestines, with 
tapeworms which infest the head, the 
liver or the bowels 

The remedy is change of pasture, 
or, in modern phrase, a rotation of 
pasture. Sheep will do better during 
the year kept in two fields than in 
one; in three than in two. Hogs will 
do better on two pastures than on 
one, and the wider range it is possible 
to give them the better. It is for this 
reason that we have so strongly urged 
the‘enclosure of all fields with hog 
and sheep tight fences, and thus be 
able to use the whole farm for this 
class of animals instead of one or two 
fields. 
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Different Varieties of Corn. 


Charles N. Page, manager of the 
Iowa Seed Company, writes us that 
we are entirely mistaken as to the 
number of standard thoroughbred va- 
rieties of corn in the state of Iowa, 
claiming that there are twenty-one, 
nine of which were introduced by his 
company. With regard to the Iowa 
Gold Mine he says: “We are the 
originators of the lowa Gold Mine, 
having bred it up from a few ears of 
select corn, selected out of a large 
crop but the corn that it was selected 
from did not resemble the Pride of 
the North in any way except that it 
was yeilow. If any one thinks that 
the Pride of the North and Gold Mine 
are similar, they have doubtless been 
accustomed only to impure varieties.” 
This corn as we remember was de- 
veloped by the lowa Seed Company 
from seed purchased from a farmer 
in Madison county. who had an ear 
on exhibition that was awarded 
third prize by the Continental Seed 
Company of Des Moines some years 
ago for the largest ear. The point 
we are trying to ascertain is. did this 
farmer grow this corn bv crossing 
varieties or is it an adaptation of 
the Pride of the North to the environ- 
ment of central Iowa? What does 
this farmer who exhibited the ear say 
about it? 

Of course everything depends on 
variety or breed of corn on which 
there might be a wide difference of 
opinion. Mr. Page further says: 

“We know that there has been con- 


siderable substitution among seed 
dealers. We have ourselves received 
orders from other dealers in _ this 
state asking us to make shipments 


in their name of Pride of the North 
and other varieties of corn, and put 
in the sacks their labels of varieties 
which we have never handled. We 
have also known of dealers vurchas- 
ing common white corn and selling 
it out under the name of Iowa Silver 
Mine. Their customers were of 
course disappointed and _ disgusted 
with the stock, and we cannot blame 
them for being dissatisfied with pur- 
chasing such seed.” 

Speaking of the Iowa Silver Mine 
he says: “We also wish to deny the 
statement that the Iowa Silver Mine

corn was originated from the Boone 
County White Corn, as the Iowa Sil- 
ver Mine was bred up from an un- 
named variety of white corn, there 
being only one ear selected to begin 
with from a lot purchased by the orig- 
inator for feeding his live stock. It 
was afterwards selected for eight 
years in a very small way until we 
learned of the crop. and after care- 
ful investigation purchased the same.” 

If our information is correct the 
originator of the Iowa Silver Mine, 
an Illinois farmer, in judging Boone 
County white corn discovered an ear 
which seemed to him an ideal one 
and from this developed the variety 
known as the Iowa Silver Mine. The 
originator is still living and can cor- 
rect us if we are mistaken. 

He says still further: “It would 
seem to us that the person who wrote 
the article for your paper is starting 
from the wrong premises, as named 
varieties of corn were practically un- 
known forty or fifty years ago. All 
corn then grown was mixed mongrel 
sorts, but certain farmers who worked 
in an intelligent, careful way in select- 
ing their seed corn, bred certain char- 
acteristics in corn which by succes- 
sive selection and breeding finally 
brought out the prominent varieties 
now offered by seed dealers.” 

The question here again is, have 
these different varieties been so well 
developed that they will reproduce 
themselves with the same certainty 
that the different bre:ds of cattle or 
the different varieties of wheat re- 
produce themselves. It is important 
that this matter be determined and 
further that we ascertain what varie- 
ties of corn are passing under differ- 
ent names. Mr. Page throws some 
light on this subject, namely that the 
improved World’s Fair is the result 
of selection from Reid’s Yellow Dent, 
and that Snow White Dent is an im- 
provement of the Champion White 
Pearl. Having eliminated the double 
names, the next step is to ascertain 
how many of the so-called varieties 
are the result of crossing, and have 
not yet been developed to a point that 
they will not breed back (as all cross 
breeds both of man and beast and 
grain do for many years) to their 
component elements. We have started 
this auestion and asked Mr. Page to 
present his views to set breeders and 
farmers to thinking more closely on 
this very important subject. 





The Kansas Biennial. 

We always anticipate a good thing 
when it is time for the biennial re- 
port of the Kansas State Board of Ag- 
riculture. The present issue, being the 
thirteenth report, does not disappoint 
expectations, and will be a treat to 
Kansas farmers who secure it on ap- 
plication to the secretary, F. D. Co- 
burn, Topeka, Kansas. 

The first part, comprising over 100 
pages, tells all the good things about. 
Short-horns in that state, besides giv- 
ing the sales of Short-horns at pub- 
lic auction for the years 1892 to 1901, 
inclusive, with the names of buyers, 
average price of males and females, 
together with a brief summary of the 
auction sales of the same breed from 
1870 to 1880. 

Part second treats of Hereford cat- 
tle in the same way, and gives similar 
statistics. 

Part third deals with Polled aattle 
of the various breeds: Polled Angus, 
Galloway, Polled Durham, Red Poll, 
and the polled types of Herefords and 
Jerseys. It may be news to some of 
our readers to know that there is a 
Jersey polled as well as a Hereford 
polled type. 

Part fourth deals with Kansas and 
her wheats, giving a mass of infor- 
mation on the subject of wheat grow- 
ing and the insect enemies of wheat, 
as well, in a condensed form, together 
with the value of wheat as a feed for 
stock; such a summary, in fact, as it 
is difficult to find almost anywhere 
else. 

Part fifth deals with live stock and 
agriculture, and is made up of various 
addresses, papers and essays on live 
stock breeding and feeding problems, 
alfalfa growing: and corn production 
with illustrations of the various types 
of corn and corn growing implements 
used in Kansas. 

To persons living outside the state, 
one of the most valuable features of 
this report is part sixth, which is the 
statistics of production of each coun- 
ty and township in the state, giving 
the populdtion, the increase or de- 
crease during the last year, the as- 
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sessed valuation of the land and per- 
sonal property, and the production of 
each kind of grain and the number 
and value of live stock. The book 
comprises over 1,100 pages and may 
be entitled briefly, a compendium of 
Kansas and her resources for the 
years 1901 and 1902. 





Cool and Warm Weather Crops. 

The reader should distinctly remem- 
ber that different grains germinate at 
different temperatures. Without going 
into details, there is a broad line of 
distinction that can be drawn. For ex- 
ample, all peas germinate at a low 
temperature, about the same temper- 
ature that is required for oats, wheat 
or barley. The only exception to this 
is the cowpea, which germinates at a 
higher temperature, even, than corn. 
In short, the following may be given 
as a list of plants that grow at a low 
temperature, and, therefore, we call 
them cool weather plants: Wheat, 
oats, rye, barley, rape, and grass seeds 
of all kinds. The plants requiring a 
high temperature are corn of all kinds, 
sorghum, whether saccharine or non- 
saccharine, such as cane, Milo maize, 
Jerusalem corn, Kaffir corn, pumpkins, 
soy beans, velvet beans, etc. 

One might suppose that it was use- 
less to publish a matter of this kind, 
but they would not think so if they re- 
ceived an inquiry as to whether it 
would pay to sow sorghum with oats or 
spring grain. The cool weather plants 
will usually grow if sown at any time 
during the growing season, provided 
there is plenty of moisture, but it is 
useless to sow the warm weather 
plants until there is sufficient heat in 
the soil to secure prompt and vigorous 
germination. 





Vaccination as a Preventive of Tuber- 
culosis. 


The state of Pennsylvania annually 
loses $1,000,000 worth of cattle from 
tuberculosis. It prevails less exten- 
sively in other eastern states, and less 
extensively in the middle western 
states, and still less among the herds 
of the range. The attention of the 
scientific world is now being directed 
to the means of preventing tuberculosis 
in cattle and other live stock, as well 
as in human being. Dr. Leonard Pear- 

“son, state veterinarian of Pennsylvania 
and Dr. S. H. Gilliland have been 
working at the same problem but on 
a new line by attempting to discover 





whether it is possible to render ani- 
mals immune to tuberculosis; that is, 
able to resist it, by vaccination. 

These experiments at the Veterinary 
School of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, supported by the State 
Stock Sanitary Board, have been con- 
ducted for the past three years. They 
are pioneers in this line of work, al- 
though the Germans have been in the 
past year conducting investigations on 
the same line. The process is to inject 
into the veins of the animal a small 
quantity of tubercle bacilli non-viru- 
lent for cattle. That is, not capable of 
giving them the disease. It is repeatej 
several times with gradually increased 
quantities, and produces a passing 
fever with each injection, which does 
not, however, interfere with the health 
or comfort of the animal. After they 
have been vaccinated several times in 
this way, they are vaccinated with a 
virulent tubercle itself. 

Experiments were recently made 
with four animals, two of. which had 
been vaccinated and two had nat. The 
vaccinated animals were found on 
slaughtering to be entirely free from 
tubercular infection, while the two 
that had not been vaccinated con- 
tracted the disease in various parts of 
the system. This, of course, proves 
nothing as yet, but it points out a 
possibiiity, and if undertaken in a 
large way, may possibly show us 
another way out. Until this is done, 
however, the best way is to follow the 
Bang method, freely explained and 
urged on breeders in these columns. 
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Why We Plow. 

The question, “Why do we plow?” 
a fundamental one with every farmer 
and there can be no really good farm- 
ing until the farmer solves the ques- 
t,on for himself and on his own farm. 
‘go enable them to solve this question, 
we give an extract from an address by 
Professor King, who is the best au- 
thority on soil physics of whom we 
know. delivered before a meeting of 
the Minnesota State Board of Agri- 
culture, aS follows: 

“J wonder how many of us ask the 
question, why do we plow our lands 
at all? I think we have three princi 
pal reasons for plowing. One is that 
the roots of our crops cannot live with- 
out air; they will be obliged to grow

of air they meed, whether they get 
much moisture there cr not. Then if 
we plow our lands we aerate them 


deeper than if they xre not plowed; 
in other words, the its can 
deeper in the soil and get down near- 


ro grow 


er to the supply of water. Then we 
plow our lands to entrap the rain 
which falls, and lastly, we plow our 


lands in order to prevent the escape of 
the water that we are able to catch as 
rain. 

“Then after we have plowed our land 
we are not through with it. If we 
leave it loose, just as 1t was plowed, 
it will be true that we will be able to 
entrap a larger amount of water, but 
that water will to get away 
easily. because the soil very loose, 
thoroughly crumbled, and for the same 
reasons that the water will get into 
it easily, it will go out easily. After 
we have plowed our lands and have 
gotten the spring rainfall, then it is

a way as to keep the water in there. 
One way to do this is to compact the 
soil again after we have plowed it. 
Now this may seem a waste of labor 
to loosen the ground and then pack 
it down again. When we loosen it up, 
we crumble it more thoroughly than 
we need to have crumbled it, and there- 
fore we press it down again some- 
what, in order to increase the number 
of those spaces and reduce their size. 
We do not want to obliterate’ the 
spaces so as to make it as compact as 
it was before, but we want to get the 
particles closer together; we want a 
million small holes in place of a thou-

it. The use of the roller is a matter 
that depends a good deal on the in- 
dividual soil. In some cases it is a 
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damage; in others, a benefit. Gener- 
ally the roller is a good thing in flat 
soil. 

“Then. lastly we should crumble the 
surface after every rain in order to 
stop the raising up of the water to 
the surface. We want the water to 
rise up to the bottom of the plowing 
and a little higher. We want it to go 
up into the well aerated soil just at 
the bottom of the furrow, but we don’t 
want it to come near to the surface, 
because then the sun will vaporize it. 
It is true that the sun and wind will 
cause a little drying out, but as a rule 
there is not much drying out except- 
ing within an inch of the surface. 

“Now if we can keep the water from 
climbing to that top inch we can save 
most of it in the soil, and we can do 
this pretty well by keeping the surface 
layer crumbled. I do not say pulver- 
ized, because that is not the right 
word, I suppose the best possible pro- 
tection you can have for your land 
is a thoroughly dry surface layer. 
Some of you may be inclined to ques- 
tion this statement; it is true, how- 
ever, that the more dry the surface 
layer is the more difficult it is for the 
water to climb over it. Perhaps you 
have noticed that in dry weather, if 
you try to mix dust with water it will 
not mix with the dust well, and will 
not take hold of it. This is because 
the dust is thoroughly dry. If you 
nix some thoroughly dry powder into 
water you will find it more difficult to 
mix. If any of you have ever tried to 
stir hellebore powder into a pail of 
water you will have noticed how hard 
it is to make them mix. This is be- 
cause the powder is perfectly dry, and 
every particle of powder has air in 
contact with it all around, and before 
the water can get into it the water 
must displace that surface air; so if 
we have a surface layer of dry ground 
above the soil, that is the best pos- 
sible protection for the underneath 
soil. 

“A very slight rain fall on the sur- 
face of the ground tends to make the 
loss of water more rapid than before, as 
it tends to moisten this surface layer, 
and then the water can get out more 
easily than before. So that I think 
the ideal condition for the land in dry 
weather is to have it well plowed in 


the beginning—thoroughly crumbled, 
and then the particles brought close 
together again, which does not mean 
that it should be left with large fur- 
rows, with large empty spaces _ be- 
tween, but first well stirred and well 
turned over. and then the particles 


brought together again, either by cul- 
tivation or rolling, or by passing of 
some heavy tool over it. Then after 
that we want to keep the surface layer 
finely crumbled to a depth of two or 


three inches, which must be done 
after every rain—a_ sufficient time 
after every rain; that is. we should 
wa't until the ground becomes dry 
enough to cultivate without sticking. 


And those are the best methods, I be- 
lieve, of treating our soil in the west.”

An Illinois subscriber writes: 

“I have sixty head of well bred 
steers of about 900 pounds weight to 
which I am now feeding shock corn. 
I want to get them ready for the Sep- 
tember market. I have plenty of corn 
and blue grass. How shall I feed 
them? Some recommend a self-feed- 
er; others tell me that a peck of corn 
is sufficient on good grass. Shall I 


feed once or twice a day? Is it best to 


feed ear corn, ground corn or shelled 
corn?” 
We would continue feeding these 


steers shock corn, but would not give 
them a full feed; simply warm them 
up and keep them coming. We would 
increase the feed to about a peck when 
the grass is good, feeding it as an ev- 
ening feed. If the corn is in any way 
hard would and as the 
season advanees would shell and soak. 
If grinding conveniences are at hand, 
we would grind from the start, either 
corn and cob or shelled corn. We 
would not feed over a peck a day until 
grass began to fail and would then in- 
crease the feed.

Concerning Natural Grass Lands. 


A gentleman who has_ purchased 
land jn 
vestment for his family, part of whjch 
land is natural grass land terminating 
in a lake bed, submits four questions 


southern Minnesota as an in- 


which will interest a large per cent 
of our readers who are either moving 
into or making investments in new 
sections of the country. The follow 


ing are the questions 

“1. Would it be advisable to break 
the prairie and then in a few years 
try to get tame grass in its place? 

“2. In that part of Minnesota 
would it be possible to work blue 
grass seed in the native Sod and thus 
make a permanent blue grass pasture 
of part of it, pursuing much the 
same method farmers have here 
in lowa in seeding native sod to blue 
grass? 

“3. Considering the fact that they 
raise considerable corn in that part 
of Minnesota now, and the acreage is 
on the increase each year, am I jus 
tified in believing that in not many 
years that will become quite a stock 
country and that then there will be a 
much greater demand for grass land?

“4. What is the best way to treat 
a lake bed? Can it be seeded to 
tame grasses when dried sufficiently 


to mow?” 
One of the great mistakes of farmers 


who have moved into Kansas, Ne 
braska, Missouri and Minnesota in 
the last quarter of a century has been 
in breaking up and attempting to 
cultivate lands which are naturally 
adapted to grass and nothing else. In 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and northern 
Iowa these lands have been what are 


there called natural grass lands, low 


lying and level. In Iowa and Mi 
souri they have been more rolling 
lands, with gravelly points, lands 


that have a large amount of hardpan 
underlying them, while in Kansas 
and Nebraska they have been the 





drier lands, lands that are not-capable 


of producing the tame grasses and 
that will produce corn only in off 
years. The great majority of these 


men now see their mistake and if they 


had the thing to do over would con- 
fine their farming to the lands most 


easily cultivated and abundantly sup- 
plied with moisture in ordinary years. 

Therefore, ans~“ering our corres 
pondent’s question specifically, we 
would not break up these natural 
meadow lands. We have two reasons 
for this: First, these lands are very 
frequently peaty and while they will 
produce a good crop the first year or 
two, are not to be depended upon for 
the reason that these peaty soils 
usually do not contain Sufficient of 
the mineral elements and if very peaty 
are somewhat deficient in nitrogen; 
second, after the original sod has been 


broken up, it is more difficult to get 
them in grass. 
In Iowa and Missouri, the lands 


which we think should always remain 
in grasS are usually rolling or if not 
have a hardpan or heavy joint clay 
foundation. The first will rapidly de- 
teriorate under cultivation, but more 
by washing than by the removal of 
fertility in the crop, while lands that 
have hardpan or heavy clay founda- 
tions will grow blue grass and tim- 
othy better than they will anything 
else. 

Answering our correspondent’s sec- 
ond question, we do not see why it 
is not possible to work blue grass in 
on native sod in Minnesota as well as 
in Iowa and Illinois. We do not con- 
sider blue grass nearly so available 


in those northern regions as it is in 
the southern because there is more 


snow and less opportunity of using it. 
It will grow well enough but it is not 
worth so much when it is grown and 


for the above mentioned reason. 
Answering the third question, we 
believe that Minnesota and southern 


Wisconsin will become pre-eminently 
stock countries and that the farmer 
who plows up his grass lands there 
will make even a worse mistake than 
the farmer who does so in Iowa. Those 
Sections can never hope to grow corn 


to compete with central Illinois, 
central and southern Iowa, and east- 
ern Kansas and Nebraska. They 


are pre-eminently dairy countries and 
if they will but use the dual purpose 
cattle, will use hand separators, and 
patronize creameries, they will _ be- 
come countries of enormous wealth 
and wealthier after the Soil 
refuses grow grain than they are 
now.

To WALLACES’ FARMER: 


Seab or itch, sometimes called 
mange, is caused by a minute mite 
(Psoroptes commuis var. bovis) that 
lives upon the surface of the skin and 
burrows in the epidermis. It does not 
att other animals than cattle, al- 
though scab of sheep is caused by a 


similar parasite. 
Symptoms.—Scab or itch does not 
cattle to a noticeable extent 


trol 
during the grazing season, when they 
are ng well on grass. Close obser- 
vation is required to detect the dis- 
ease in any bunch of cattle, but as 
soon as they are placed on dry feed, 
and cold weather sets in, the disease 
appears, and if the cattle are not do- 
ing well, in an aggravated form. Scab 
usually attacks young cattle, calves, 
yearlings and two-year-olds, but may 
atta cattle of any age if they are 
“out of condition.” The first symptom 
noticed is an intense itching of the 
skin usually in the region of the 
neck or shoulders. The animals lick 
themselves, dig at the skin with their 
teeth or horns, rub against posts or 
barbed wire, often tearing the skin 
until bleeds. The disease gradu- 
ally spreads along the back, sides and 
outsides of legs, but does not attack 


the inside of the legs, thighs or thin 
skin of the abdomen. In the early 
stages the coat looks rough; there is 


las 


a scurfy condition of the skin; the 
scurf becomes mixed with a gummy 
exudate and forms crusts in the hair, 
sometimes one-half inch thick; the 
hair then comes off or is rubbed off 
the badly affected area, leaving bald 
patches of thick, calloused, wrinkled 
skin. These patches often show first 
and prominently on the top of the 
neck, as if the neck had been cal- 
loused from wearing a yoke. After 


the hair comes off the parasites leave 
that part and the hair grows in again. 
Animals suffering from scab present a 


dejected and debilitated appearance 
and fall away rapidly in flesh; they 
do not eat well and spend a great deal 
of time and energy in scratching 


themselves. 

Scab spreads quite rapidly through 
a bunch of cattle, especially if the 
cattle are not doing well. Six or 
eight weeks after the disease first 
makes its appearance is sufficient time 
to disseminate the disease pretty thor- 
oughly. Thrifty, vigorous animals re- 
sist infection longer than others, and 
recover quickly under treatment 
than debilitated animals. The disease 
is spread by direct contact and by 
contact With infected posts, feed racks, 
walls, etc., against which infected ani- 
mals have rubbed. The mites will 
live from a week to ten days in pro- 
tected places but are killed quickly 
by direct sunlight. By scraping off 
some of the scabs, and especially the 
epidermis, from the infected part and

placing the material in a clean, dry 
glass bottle, in a few hours minute 
white specks, barely visible to the 


naked can be observed crawling 
on the inner surface of the bottle. By 
the aid of a hand lens these mites can 
be easily recognized. 

Treatment: As soon as the disease 
is discove red in a bunch of cattle the 
affected animals should be _ isolated, 
and the infected quarters and rubbing 
posts disinfected with a five per cent 
solution of carbolic acid. Affected 
animals should be well fed and cared 
for and be salted with a mixture of 
One pound of flowers of sulphur mixed 
with ten pounds of common salt. To 
cure the @i external treatment 
must be applied. If a large number 
of cattle are affected, the most satis- 
factory method is to build a dipping 
vat, through which the animals must

Swim in the dip used to destroy the 
a rhe vat should be forty feet 
ong. Efficient remedies used for ex- 


ternal application are some of the coal 
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tar products, such as car-sul, chloro- 
naphtholeum, zenoleum, creolin, etc.; 
these are used in two and one-half 
per cent solutions with water; that is, 
one part of the medicine to forty parts 
of water. A very effective and cheap 
dip is composed of lime and sulphur 
in the following proportions: 


Flowers of sulphur....21 pounds. 
Unslacked lime...... 16%4 pounds. 
WR << sis.as sos eedsce 100 gallons. 


Slake the lime to form athick paste, 
sift in the flowers of sulphur and stir 
well; put this mixture in a kettle with 
twenty-five or thirty gallons of water 
and boil for thirty minutes at least; 
two hours is better. The chocolate- 
looking mass is allowed to settle, the 
clear liquid is drawn off and water 
enough is added to make one hundred 
gallons. All dips are more effective 
when used warm, from 100 degrees 
to 110 degrees Fahrenheit. Animals 
should be kept in the dip about two 


minutes, or until the scabs are thor- 
oughly saturated. A second dipping 


in two weeks will kill any mites that 
may have hatched from the eggs after 
the first dipping. One dipping, if 
thoroughly done, is usually sufficient, 
however, to free a bunch of cattle 
from this disease. 

Where only a few animals are af- 
fected, hand treatment can be resorted 
to, but it should be thoroughly done. 
The remedies can be applied with 
scrubbing brushes, cloths or sponges, 
and all scabs and crusts should be 
thoroughly saturated. The remedy 
should be applied warm, as in dipping. 
In dipping or hand treating, warm, 
sunny days should be selected for 
treating the animals. 

Cattle scab is rather common in 
some parts of the Great Plains region 
and stockmen should be cautious about 
getting animals affected with. this 
disease. While the death loss is usu- 
ally not high the loss of flesh, general 
deterioration and annoyance resulting 
from this disease is considerable. 
Cattle that have been treated should 
be carefully watched for reappearance 
of the disease, especially when taken 
off of grass the next season.

Corn Suckers. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

After reading “Corn Suckers” I 
thought some northern Indiana expe- 
riences might be of some value to your 
readers. 

The development of suckers on our 
common field corn depends upon 
weather conditions, modified by thick 
or thin stand and whether the soil is 


rich or poor in nitrogen. If the nor- 
mal growth of original stalks be 


checked by drouth or some other cause 


for some time, followed by moisture 
and heat sufficient to induce a very 
vigorous growth, and the atrophied 


(checked in growth) condition of the 
original plant is such as to prevent full 
appropriation of the plant food fur- 
nished under favorable conditions, new 
stalks (suckers) will be developed. If 
the ground be clover sod rich in nitro- 
gen, and the stand thin, more suckers 
may be expected. Hence numerous 
corn suckers indicate an unusually 
favorable condition of soil and climate 
to manufacture plant food rapidly, 
which if not taken up by original corn 


stalks, will be appropriated by suckers 
or weeds, or lost. 
One season a drouth came at a time 


to develop numerous suckers. A sec- 
ond drouth, while not preventing tas- 
seling and formation of some pollen, 
checked earing. This was followed by 
a continuation of the very best corn 
weather, forcing the silk covered cobs 
far beyond the husks. But where was 
the fertilizing pollen to come from? 
Not from the tassels of the original 
stalks, for they were dead or _ ex- 
hausted. 


This proved to be a case where it 
was not best to interfere with nature 
by destroying the suckers, for they 


were numerous enough to furnish suf- 


ficient pollen, and at the right time 
too, to make a full crop. A few acres 
of this corn, planted with “corn crib 
seed” and averaging about one stalk 
per hill, had more suckers than orig- 
inal stalks, and fully seventy-five per 
cent of the suckers had fair sized ears 
on side of stalks instead of grained 
tassels, as is usual.

“It has hitherto been universally 
held that Arabia is the home of the 
blood horse.

In the Old Testament the 
Arabs are never mentioned as riding 


anything but cameis and asses, Though 


the author of Job knew of the war 
horse, yet Job did not own a single 
horse, his equine possessions ConsiSt- 
ing of OUU she a . Herodotus enum 


erates the nations (including the Liby 
ins) that suppl.ed cavalry to Xerxes 


host, but the Arabs only furnished a 
camel corps. Finally Strabo expressly 
states that ne r the people of Arabia 
Felix nor thos ff Arabia Petrae bred 
horst Naturaliy, then, Scaurus, after 
defeating th \rub king, Aretas, put on 
h.s couns Aretas leading his camel. It 
is clear, then, that down to the Chris- 

n era the Arabs bred no horses. It 
is therefore clear that though the Per- 
Sian kings in iftth century B. C. 
bred the ge and best horses in 
Asia, these were not of an Arab strain. 
These h ; were kept largely in Ar- 
menia, and are described by Strabo as 


similar to the Parthian horses, and ag 
ditferin from the horses bred in 
Greece and the other kinds of horses 
known in the Roman Empire. There 
can be little doubt that they were the 
same horses as Marco Polo found in 
great numbers in Armenia (1720 A. 
D.) known as ‘Turquans, the Turcoman 
pon.es well Known in Persia today. 
“The Persian horses cannot then have 
been the ancestors of the thorough- 
bred, though it is quite possible that 
their superiority was due to their hav- 
ing a cross of thoroughbred blood, for 
already by 900 B. C. Solomon imported 
horses from Egypt, and ‘so for all the 
kings of Syria and for all the kings of 
the Hittites.” Egypt could not breed 
hors s, neither could she have got them 
from the Arabs who bred none even 
1,000 years later. But she could and 
did get them from the Libyans, who 


from the dawn of history were masters 
of the most famous horses. Cyrene 
sent the best horse to the games of 
Greece. It is noteworthy that it wa 
in the same century as the founding of 
Cyrene that ( cua 
racehorse wert do to ) 


events. The Phoenician settlers at Car 
thage found t | \ in \ 
beautiful horses, and when they struck 


coins placed a ho or 1orse-head 
on them as the bad of Libya, and 
used a similar type on their coins 
struck in Sicily whither doubtless they 
carried the Libyan breed.

B. of Fairfield, Iowa, writes: 

en we January 7th number of the 
Breeders’ Gazette there appeared an 
editorial association of the new Per- 


cheron association with laudatory com- 


ment, saying that the new association 
had received the recognition of the U. 
S. department of agriculture and also 
of the treasury department. In a Jan- 
uary 29th issue of an Iowa paper ap- 
pears an article which, to say the 
least, lacks a vast deal of being a rec- 
commendation of the new association 
Will you please state the facts con- 
cerning the matter in Wallaces’ Farm- 
er?” 

Our readers will probably be sur- 
prised to know that the Percheron 
Association has not been an association 
of breeders, but as a matter of fact 
simply a private concern and has been 
under the entire management of Mr. 
S. D. Thompson. Practically all of 
the pure bred registry associations are 
organizations of breeders who hold 
annual meetings each year and deter- 
mine the manner in which the affairs 
of the association shall be conducted. 
They elect the officers and determine 
the policy of the association in every 
particular. This has not been true of 
the Percheron Association. Without 
going into the history of the trouble 
which has resulted in the organization 
of a new Percheron association, we 
would simply say that last December a 
number of the leading breeders and 
importers of Percheron horses got to- 
gether in Chicago and organized an 
association under the name of the 
American Percheron Horse Breeders & 
Importers Association with the follow- 
ing officers: H. G. MeMillan, Rock 
Rapids, Ia., president; H. A. Briggs, 
Elkhorn, Wis., vice-president; J. L. 
Delancey, Northfield, Minn., treasturer; 
Seni itor George W. Stubblefield, Bloom- 
ington, Ill., secretary; W. S. Dunham, 
W ayne, Ill., A. P. Nave, Attica, Ind., C. 
R. Taylor, Williamsville, Il., and C. O 
Keiser, Keota, Ia., directors. These 
gentlemen are all well known and rep- 
resentative breeders and importers of 
Percheron horses and their names are 
entirely familiar to most of our read- 
ers. On January 14th the Treasury 
Department issued an order to the ef- 
fect that the certificates issued by the 
old association under the management 
of Mr. Thompson would no longer be 
recognized, and that those issued by 
the new association with the above 
named officers would be recognized as 
the American Book of Record for Per- 
cheron horses. It is fair to assume 
that the Treasury Department acting 
under the advice of the Department of 
Agriculture would not take a step of 
such importance without being fully 
advised of the situation and without 
having in the opinion of the officers of 
that department the strongest kind of 
grounds for taking such radical action. 

As to the disputes and accusations 
that have passed back and forth be 
tween the partisans of these two as- 
sociations Wallaces’ Farmer does not 
deem it necessary to take notice. We 
stand for the best interests of the 
Percheron breed and have no axe 
to grind one way or another. 

In organizing the American Percheron 
Horse Breeders’ and Importers’ Asso- 
ciation, of which Mr. McMillan is 
president, we do not understand that 
the breeders were actuated by any 
special hostility to Mr. Thompson. 
They were confronted with a condition 
which must be remedied at once, and 
in organizing this association they 
followed not only the desires of the 
Department of Agriculture, but of all 
breeders who were familiar with the 
situation. This association will be 
conducted just as all of the other live 
stock breeders’ associations are con- 
ducted. Every breeder will have the 
privilege of owning as much stock as 
every other breeder, and one man will 
have exactly the same voice in the 
election “of officers and the manage- 
ment of affairs as any other man. In 
other words, it is really an asociation 
of breeders and importers instead of a 
private coneern. Naturally the inter- 
ests of the Percheron breed are much 
safer and will be much better con- 
served in the hands of an association 
of this kind than in the hands of a 
private individual. 

Wallaces’ Farmer has no_ interest 
whatever in this matter, except that it 
be to put in the best possible shape 
for the good of the Percheron breed 
and of Percheron breeders. In our 
opinion the latter should heartily sup- 
port the American Percheron Horse 
Zreeders’ and Tmnortér’s Association, 
of which Mr. MeMillan is president, and

Wintering Ewes. 
To W \LLACES’ FARMER: 
, Storm Lake, Iowa, reader, writes: 
«“; would like to know the cheapest 


ration for preeding ewes, from 2 to 6 
years old, said ration to carry them 
through from grass in fall to grass in 
spring, ewes to lamb in February and 
March, and to be in prime condition. 
I ask this question now in order to 
arrange my crop rotation for the com- 
ing season. I was thinking of drilling 
ten acres of corn quite thick for fod- 
jer, and feeding this to the ewes in 
connection with some timothy hay and 


oat straw, and oats for grain. I want 
to sow rape in my oats (thirty acres), 
so in my corn before last plow- 


a 

and (sixty acres). Entire farm will 
be fenced sheep tight by early fall. 
Will have 100 ewes next winter. Here- 
tofore I have wintered my ewes large- 
ly on tame hay, two-thirds timothy, 
one-third clover, but I think it is too 
expensive when hay is from $6 to $8 
per ton in the meadow, even though I 
raised my own. What do you think 
of the fodder proposition?” 

Your subscriber is certainly on the 
right track so far as the growing of 
rapt concerned. Many sheep feed- 
ers have been very successful in sow- 
ing rape on their oat fields. Many have 
also been very successful in sowing 
rape in the cornfield—the same to be 


sown just before laying the corn by. 
For the wintering of the breeding 

flock of sheep I think a ration of clo- 

and 


ver hay for roughage and oats 
bran for qoncentrated feed has no 
equal. It is just possible that a ra- 


tion of corn and bran, équal parts by 


weight, could be fed to good advan- 
tage providing that clover hay was 
use] for roughage. Some men have 
been very successful with corn fodder 
as a roughage for sheep. If corn fod- 
der is to be used for roughage it 
should be planted very thick, as your 
subscriber suggests, as then the stalks 
will be fine and the sheep will not 
waste nearly so much of the same. 
With corn fodder for roughage, I 
would recommend the feeding of oats 
and bran, equal parts by weight, for 
the grain feed. Feed about one pound 
of grain mixture per day per sheep. 
This is an excellent ration for young 
and growing animals, thus a good ra- 
tion for the breeding flock, as it has 


not a tendency to get them in too high 
a condition. It is just as dangerous 
to have a breeding flock in too high a 
condition as it is to have them in too 
low a condition. 

One of the main considerations in 
the proper care and management of 
the breeding flock is to give them suf-

ficient exercise, to feed them a ration 
of a cooling nature. Such a ration 
must be rich in protein. This is es- 
pecially true at lambing time. If the 
ewes are fed on clover hay, good corn 
fodder for roughage, and plenty of 
oats and bran for a grain ration, 
there will be little or no difficulty so 
far as the milk supply is concerned. 
If, on the other hand, a ration too 
rich in carbohydrates or fodder is fed, 
the ewes are liable to be too fat, thus 
not likely to supply a sufficient 
amount of milk for the lambs. 

I would recommend the feeding of 
hay in the morning, and corn fodder 
at night. Do not feed the animals any 
more hay or corn fodder than they 
will eat up clean. Of course there will 
always be a little waste, but it is not 
advisable to give them more feed than 
they will eat up readily. 

The corn fodder should be cut rather 
early, that is, just as the ears are be- 
ginning to glaze. When cut at this 
stage of growth it will be a much 
more palatable feed than if allowed 
to ripen more fully. Palatability in a 
ration is an all important factor, and 


which feeders cannot lay too much 
stress on. It is the palatability of a 
ration which causes the animals to 


eat the same up without waste.

Feeding Value of Shredded Fodder. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: ; 

Mr. A. P. Grout, a speaker at the 
Henry county, IIl., institute, discussed 
the production of beef. He stated that 
at an approximate estimate the weight 


of the fodder equalled the weight of 
the ears where grown for grain. That 
is, an acre, yielding 50 bushels of 
ears, 70 pounds to the bushel, would 
yield about 3,500 pounds each of ears 
and fodder. He estimated roughly 
that the value of shredded fodder was 


one-half that of timothy hay. If farm- 
ers could estimate better the yield and 
feeding value, it would help to answer 
the question whether to shred or not.

Rape in Minnesota.

year with another it 
not advisable to sow rape with 
grain that apt to lodge. For it 
quickly grows up through down grain 
and harvesting is out of the question. 
But in grain like wheat, rape is gen- 
erally all right. This year where the 
rape stood up good in grain it was 
cut and bound in bundle, and when 
the bundle was in the shock it brought 
the cut part of the rape in contact 
with the moist earth and it proceeded 
to grow new roots and to continue to 
grow in the bundle. This made the 
damp condition of the grain only 
worse. But if one will run the risk 
rape growing too rank and dam- 
aging the grain he will get a large 
amount of feed for a very small out- 
jay. 

With corn this seems to be the best 
method to deal with rape: Sow about 
two pounds to an acre the fore part 
of July and if it. is not too dry you 
will get feed to put your stock in good 
shape for winter.

To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

If we stop to consider that the cir- 
culatory system and breathing appar- 
atus of the cow is much the same as 
that of the human then

Breathing the impure, confined air of 
ill-ventilated stables for hours 
days in succession, is a prime 
cause of tuberculosis. 

It may be objected that fresh air 
and exercise requires an extra allow- 
ance of food (fuel) to keep up the 
internal economy, or heat, which by 
exercise is thrown off. But the advan- 
tages to be derived overbalance the 
waste, especially if we take into cal- 
culation the close connection that ex- 
ists between the health of the cow and 
the consumer of her products, and a 
sense of duty should influence keepers 
of dairy stock to furnish healthful 
conditions. 

To lead cows to the watering place 
and back again is better than to 
water in their stalls or stanchions, the 
last method furnishing no exercise at 
all, but unless the day be excessively 
cold, I think the dairy stock is all 
the better for a couple of hours’ out- 
ing daily, and while it is being taken, 
the windows and doors of the stalls 
should be opened to their widest ca- 
pacity, so that fresh air may reach 
every nook and corner, presupposing 
that all refuse has been transferred to 
its proper receptacle, or place, which, 
by the way, should not be directly un- 
der the windows of the stalls, as we 
have frequently seen practiced, but at 
some distance away. 

The stalls for all 
should occupy the sunny side of the 
building: i. e. the south side. Did 
you ever notice the evident satisfac- 
tion with which a cow greets warmth 
and Sunshine; how contentedly she 
ruminates, with half-closed eyes, while 
enjoying the rays of sunlight? 

If there has been no provision made 
for admitting sunlight, we are sure 
that there has been a great mistake 
made. Two or three openings large 
enough to admit half-sash cost but 
little, but the comfort thus obtained 
cannot be computed in cents nor dol-

lars. Even if the cow is considered as 
a mere machine which converts hay, 
grain, etc., into milk, it pays to keep 
the machine in good running order. 
Less fuel will be required, and the ma- 
chine will do better work. A_ good 
rule, if possible, is to have the tem- 
perature of the cow stables kept at 
such a degree of warmth as we feel 
comfortable in. Another good rule 


would be to keep the stables in such 
condition that we would not blush, 
nor have to apologize, should a neigh- 
bor step in. 

Pure water is as necessary to 
the well being of animals as pure 
air. A cow in full flow of milk 
requires nearly 50 per cent more wa- 
ter than when dry. Milk contains 
about or over 80 per cent water; and 
as milk is produced by the food and 


water combined, it is to the interest 
of the dairyman to be sure that his 
herd has an abundance of fresh and 
pure water. If it cannot be conducted 
directly into the stables, it should be 
within easy reach during the cold 
season. Going to the brook or pond 
and drinking througn a hole in the 


ice iS not an economical way of mak- 
ing milk. If a sheltered tank can be 
provided or the chill taken from the 
water, so much the better. When the 
herd is small, a good plan is to fill the 
trough two-thirds full of water, then 
add a pail of hot water, or just enough 
to take the chill from off the water in 
the morning. If water is accessible at 
ali times, a cow will drink often. 
Salt, also, should be placed so that 
the cows can have access to it at all 
times; there is no danger of their 
abusing their privilege and taking too 
much of it. 
Another thing: It is to be hoped 
that the stanchion, a relic of barbar- 
ism, has had its day. Certainly no 
conscientious dairyman would employ 


such a torture for his animals in the 
twentieth century. Think of the mis-

Calves and Skim Milk. 

To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A Barnard, Mo., reader, writes 

“Is skim-milk from a farm separator 
worth as much for feeding calves as 
for fall pigs? How much is a calf 
just dropped worth?” e 

It is difficult to say which, fall pigs 
or calves, would return the greatest 
profit from skim-milk fed. This will 
depend very largely on the quality of 
the animals in question. Good fall 
pigs will certainly return much great- 
er profits on skim-milk fed than poor 
ealves. By poor calves I mean calves 
lacking beef form and quality. Gen- 
erally speaking, however, there is no 
class of animals which can make as 








good use of its feed as the hog. This 
is especially true of the use of con- 
centrated feeds. Skim-milk, however, 
on account of its large water content, 


may be somewhat of an exception. A 
ration of corn and skim-milk _ will 
give very good results when fed to 
young hogs. 

It is very difficult to say just what 
a calf is worth when two or three 
days old. This will depend almost 
entirely on the quality of the sire and 
dam of the same. A calf of good 
quality is cheap at six’ or eight dol 


; 
lars when two or three days old, while 
a calf of inferior quality might be 


dear at two dollars. In other words, 
a good calf would be likely to develop 
into an animal which would attain 
a much heavier weight at an early 
age and also sell for a dollar or 4 
dollar and a half per hundred more 


on the marnet when finished than the 


inferior animal. Thus three of four 
dollars in the beginning may mean 


thirty dollars at the end of two and 
a half years.

Iowa Experiment Station. 
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Wintering Bees. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A Janesville, Ia., subscriber writes: 

“Would like opinion of bee men as 
to keeping bees in a stable loft. Will 
they winter well and will they be apt 
to sting the stock around the barn?” 

My opinion is that if the stable loft 

tight and the stable located in a 
fairly well sheltered place they ought 
to winter all right if properly pre- 
pared. 

rhey should be on the south or east 
side of the barn and an entrance cut 
through the side of barn the same 
-iye as the hive entrance, and bridged 
ver so no bees can escape into the 
loft. Then for winter the cover should 
be removed from the hive and a piece 
of duck or burlap cloth laid over the 
rames and a cushion six or eight 
inches thick of dry leaves or chaff 
jut on and covered with the cap or 
a box of suitable size. It would prob- 
ably be necessary also to have a 
window in front of the hives so that 
any bees that mtght take wing during 
any of the necessary manipulations of 
the hive would alight thereon and so 
afterwards allowed to escape to the 
1 le and thus back to the hive. 
Chere might be considerable danger 
1 them attacking stock if kept there 
in the summer unless the barn was 
large and the part where the bees 
were located was on a different side 
from where the stock entered, or un- 
less only one or two hives of a very 
gentle strain of bees were kept. If 
it is intended to put them in the loft 
only for winter, I would advise not to 
do it, as I think it would be much 
easier and better to either pack them 
on their summer stands, or carry them 
into a good warm cellar or cave for 
winter. And again in summer I would 
consider it much harder to go up in 
a stable loft to attend to them than 
on the ground. I would not consider 
it advisable unless no other available 
place for the hives was to be had.

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Alfalfa in Northern Indiana. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

It is generally accepted that alfalfa 
is a valuable forage crop, and under 
some conditions and in some localities 
the most valuable that can be grown; 
and its distribution over a much larger 
area in the future may reasonably be 
expected. The idea that it can be profit- 
ably grown in only a few restricted 
localities is generally exploded; 
neither will the claim hold good that 
only on soils of a certain formation 
and texture and where the water level 
is just so far below the surface, will 
it pay to give it a trial. 

While the plant requires much water 
for normal growth and will send its 
roots down deep to get sufficient mois- 
ture, yet it will not thrive with its 
roots in water all the time. I believe 
the essentials for its growth may be 
found or provided on some parts of 
nearly every farm from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, within a zone several 
hundred miles wide, though all parts 
will not be equally well adapted and 
in many places its growing will not 
pay in comparison with other crops. 

Plenty of soil moisture and plant 
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Horse Owners 
Look to your interests and use 
the ifest, speediest and n t 
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food are prime essentials in alfalfa 
growing, but these need not be present 
in superabundance, if the foraging 
area of its extensive root system be 
not restricted by rock or impenetrable 
hardpan. Good preparation of a rich 
or enriched surface soil and plenty of 
clean seed of high vitality are the 
other essentials to getting a stand that 
will yield maximum crops, free of 
weeds. It is self-evident that several 
crops of this rich forage crop, aggre- 
gating several feet in height and sev- 
eral tons in weight, cannot be grown 
on poor soil, deficient in moisture, and 
from a poor stand. 

Frequent and close mowing is neces- 
sary to preserve and thicken a stand. 
If cut high, many sprouts will start 
from stubble; but if cut close to 
ground, all will start from crown. 

-My experience includes both fall and 
spring seeding. The fall seeding 
(1899) was practically a failure, due 
to not getting seed in time when the 
ground was moist and good seed bed 
prepared, last of August. Inferior 
seed was sown in the middle of Sep- 
tember when ground was dry and con- 
tinued so for a month. This was fol- 
lowed by a severe winter and resulted 
in half a stand. This ground (two 
and a half acres) was manured, 
planted with corn, cowpeas and soy 
beans, and at last cultivation rape seed 
was sown. At the proper time hogs 
were turned in. In the spring of ’01 
it was plowed, and sowed with three 
pecks of beardless barley per acre, har- 
rowed thoroughly, and then sowed 
with twenty pounds of prime alfalfa 
seed per acre and covered with weed- 
er. The spring was wet and gave the 
crop a good start. 

In sixty days from sowing I cut 68 
bushels of barley and turned pigs and 
calves in to glean. The fall was ex- 
tremely dry. Clipped weeds about the 
middle of September. The stand was 
good, withstanding drouth remarkably 
well, though sixty feet to permanent 
water level in glacial drift gravel. In 
some clay spots it was damaged one- 
half by heaving in spring (1902), but 
close cutting during the summer thick- 
ened this to a normal stand. 

On May 27, 1902, the height of al- 
falfa was 22 inches, yield three two- 
horse loads; July 9th, 22 inches, four 
two-horse loads; August 20th 22 
inches, four two-horse loads; October 
26th 18 inches, two two-horse loads. 
The aggregate height was 84 inches, 
aggregate yield of two and a half 
acres, 1214 tons, an average of five tons 
per acre. The cuttings were all made 
soon after the first blossoms appeared. 
The weather conditions were very good 
for growing, but the reverse for cur- 
ing the crops. The fourth cutting was 
due to the exceptionally favorable and 
long continued fall weather and can- 
not be expected every season this far 
north—Chicago and Des Moines lati- 
tude. 

I fear there will be more difficulty 
in curing than in gruwing alfalfa in 
the more humid sections east of the 
Missouri river, but for soiling purposes 
it is pre-eminently the legume for al 
sections, owing to its rapid growth, in 
my case averaging a half inch per day 
between cuttings last summer. Wheth- 
er alfalfa, either alone or in combina- 
tion with some grasses, will stand pas- 
turing well, seems to be an undecided 
question which experimenters in sec- 
tions of much rainfall should solve; for 
there the curing of early and late cut- 
tings will generally be difficult, owing 
to days of short sunshine and long, 
damp nights. The tighter the mow 
and greater the bulk, the better will 
the hay be preserved. 

I shall pasture my lot till the last 
of May: then clip close and aim to get 
the first crop of hay in barn about 
July 10th and immediately mow wheat 
over it I believe top dressing with 
stable manure in fall or commercial 





fertilizer in spring, or both, to be nec- 
essary in most cases to insure a good 
annual growth of alfaifa. Only by in- 
dividual experimenting under varied 


conditions will the whole truth be 
evolved.

Dressing Sacque. 
To HEARTS AND HoMEs: 

For many years I wore the regula 
tion calico wrapper for my _ work 
dress all the year around, and many 
times all the day through. I think 


this is a mistake. As mothers an‘! 
examples for our children we ere 
change our dresses as svvl as 


dinner work is out of the way. I have 
found a good substitute for the calico 
wrapper in the dressing sacque. Al- 
most every woman has some old wool- 
en dress skirt that can be made short 
and light enough not to be a burden 
to carry around. If it is heavy, rip 
or cut out the lining. 

There are so many pretty designs 
in flannelette, a soft cotton goods 
with a nap 9n the wrong side, which 
is soll at ten cents a yard (some a 
little higher). It is the width of cali- 
co and four yards will make a sacaue 
of ordinary design. Much of this 
cloth comes in the Freneh flannel de- 
signs and is so clever an imitation 
that across the room one cannot tell 
the difference. But you soon unider- 
stand the difference when you yiue 
to purchase, French flannel costing 
75 cents a yard. When our American 
manufacturers can imitate these ex- 
pensive fabrics so well and hand over 
to us for 40 or 50 cents enough goods 
to give us a change of garments, it 
seems to me we ought to improve thi 
opportunity. 

These dressing sacques should be 
cut with a tight lining of ‘he same 
goods for the sake of warmth. Cut 
this lining a little low at the neck in 
front. Right through the center cf 
the back have some fullness that will

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fall to the bottom of the sacque. At 
the waist line this may be.fastened to 
the lining by small pleats or gathered 
by several rows of shirring. Make the 
fronts quite full, gathering the full- 
ness in at the neck on either side of 
the opening. Close the front with 
hooks and eyes, out of sight. Have 
some sort of wide collar, a_ sailor 
collar or a large round shoulder col- 
lar. Trim this with narrow velvet or 
braid or narrow bias strips of velvet. 
Finish the neck with a narrow band 
and have a stock collar like your trim- 
ming. 

The sleeves should be made short- 
waist style with a good deal of full- 
ness at the wrist. Finish them with 
a narrow band at the wrist with two 
rows of trimming to cover the stitch- 
ing. Have a short opening up the in- 
side seam, what dressmakers call the 
“sleeve placket.”’ Close this sleeve 
band with two hooks and eyes, plac- 
ing the hooks on the under side of the 
cuff, so that they can be quickly fas- 
tened. Such a sleeve will push up 
when dishwashing time comes and 
make the wearer glad. Or you can 
make a flowing sleeve of moderate 
size and trim it an inch from the edge. 
This leaves the arms bare almost to 
the elbows Now get a bit of India 
linen, jaconet or any thin white goods, 
and make some old-fashion under- 
sleves, putting a rubber cord at the 
top, making them long enough to just 
pass over the elbow. Gather it into 
a band at the wrist, which may be of 
embroidery, lace or plain goods with 
a tiny ruffle around the hand. At 
dishwashing time the under sleeve is 
slipped off, the flowing sleeve pushed 
up and you are ready for action.

Preparing Meat for Drying. 
HEARTS AND HOMEs: 
Someone asked not long ago fora re- 
cipe for preparing meat for drying and 
I will send mine, which I know is all 
right For corned beef cut up the 
meat in suitable pieces and pack close- 
ly in cask. Make a brine as follows: 
To each gallon of water add one and 
a half pints of salt, one-fourth pound 
brown sugar, and one ounce of salt 





petre, bring ng the brine to a 
boil. When boiling hot pour over 
the meat. Whatever meat is cov- 


ered will keep In about two 
weeks, when the brine looks bloody, 
pour off, boil and skim. Pour on cold. 
Dried meat is prepared just the 
same as the above. When the meat 
has been in the brine two or three 
weeks or until thoroughly salted all 
the way through, take out of brine, 
eves and hang up to dry. When dry 
I wrap each piece separately in wrap- 
ping paper and put in a dry place.

Dried Beef. 


To HEARTS AND HOMES: 

For 100 pounds of meat take 5 
pounds of salt, 5 pounds of brown 
sugar, 1 ounce of salt petre. Mash 
the salt petre fine and mix all to- 
gether and rub on the meat, then pack 
in a barrel or keg and put a heavy 
weight on it. It will usually make its 
own brine, but should it fail to do 
so, add some salted water. Leave it 
in the brine about two weeks, when 
it is ready to hang up to dry. Wrap 
it up and put away in the celiar be- 
fore it seems very hard. This is an 
excellent recipe for keeping beef till 
the middle of summer, if left in the 
brine

Tired Feet

not carry us around any more unless 
something is done for them. Corns 
hurt and throb until it seems as 
though it would be an easy thing to 
chop the encumbered toe off unless re- 
lief comes speedily. The big, almost 
bunion, joints are red with indigna- 
tion that they have been compelled to 
serve so long under the binding shoe. 

When this is the condition of your 
feet allow me to tell you what to do. 
If you have a furnace in your house, 
get a pail of hot water and set it over 
the register. Put into the water 
plenty of coarse salt, making a strong 
brine. Tut your feet in this and soak 
them for half an hour. If you have 
no register to keep the water hot, take 
a hot stove lid and set that under the 
pail. After they have been in this 
hot bath and you can just feel the 
tired ache departing, pour over them 
a quart of cold water and wipe dry, 
Which closes up the pores and keeps 
you from taking cold. With a sharp 
knife trim the corns. Into a bottle 
put equal parts of laudanum and 
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camphor and put this soothing lini- 
ment over the entire foot, putting a 
double dose on the affected parts.

Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 


on for February 22, 1903.—I Corinth- 

jans 13.) 
The keynote in this lesson is the 
‘anslated “charity.” This 


word her‘ 
charity, however, is not our charity 


either in the sense of overlooking 
faults or of giving alms to the needy; 
nor does correspond entirely with 
our word e. The word here trans- 
lated charity, and in the revised ver- 
sion love, has a peculiar history. The 
pagan world did not have the word, 
pecause they did not have the idea. 


Hence this word does not appear in 
classic Greek for the simple reason 
that is conveys a purely Christian 
idea. The Greek language had the 
yerb from which it was derived, but 
employeditin a muchlower sense than 
that in which it was employed by Je- 


sus and his apostles. The noun form 


was not used by any of the profane 
or classic writers and was apparently 
coined by the Septuagint translat- 
ors, or the seventy learned men who 
translated the Old ‘Testament into 
Greek in Alexandria, Egypt, the cen- 
ter of learning of the then known 
world. They used this new coined 


word to translate a number of passages 
occurring particularly in the Song of 
Solomon and the prophecy of Isaiah. 
In New Testament usage, the verb 
on the lips of the Saviour and his apos- 
tle, as did many other Greek words, 





took on new and higher meaning, 
while the word “‘ag-a-pe” became the 
distinctive symbol of Christian life— 


active, energetic life in the believer. 





What, the is the meanmeg of this 
word for which charity and love are 
but insufficient synonyms? Briefly, it 
means love in its fullest and widest 
sense—love in its most intense form, 
and is used in the New Testament to 
represent three distinct but closely re- 
lated things. First, the relation al- 


ways existing between the Father and 
the Son—the feelings, in other words, 
which they entertain towards each 
Other, as in Juhn 15:10, 17:26; second, 
the redeeming love of God in Christ, 
John 3:16, and other passages too nu- 
merous to mention; third, the dis- 
tinctive character of the Christian life 
in its relation to others, whether be- 
lievers or unbelievers (I Thessaloni- 


ans 4:9); that is, love not as an emo 
tion, but as an expression of a fixed 
and determined will, a fixed habit of 


life; love to man as bearing the like- 
ness of a common Father and_ “re- 
deemed by a common Saviour, and thus 
it becomes not merely the queen of all 


Christian graces, but the bond which 
links them all tozether. Paul de- 
fines it not in words, but in its ef- 


fect upon the daily life of the Christian 
(I Corinthians13:4-7), of which more 
hereafter. 

To get the full meaning of the lesson 
we must consider it in connection with 
the chapters which precede and follow 
and thus see why such tremendous em- 
Phasis was placed on this word in 
this connection. As stated in the last 
lesson, the Corinthian church was in 
a very low moral state, as we should 
judge morals, while at the same time 
Corinth was a center of that tremen- 
dous mental and spiritual activity 
Which everywhere in the times of the 
apostles followed the outpouring of 
the spirit. The spirit of God cannot 
come in contact with the minds of men 
Without producing this mental and 
moral activity, whether it be mani- 
fested in harmony with the teachings 
of the spirit or in hostility to the 
same, 

_ What Job said of old is true: “There 
iS a spirit in man; and the inspiration 
Seas Almighty giveth them under- 
standing;” that is, man is a being ca- 
pabie of being uplifted, enlightened 
and stimulat: d by the spirit of the Al- 
mighty. The members of this ehurch 
a Cor nth were proud of these spiri- 

ual gifts, the gifts of healing. working 
Miracles, speaking with tongues, inter- 
pretation, prophesying. teaching.

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out the spirit of love which sanctifies 
them, they are of little or no value. 
Then in the lesson, in effect, he 
says: No matter how eloquent you 
may be, without this spirit of love you 
are as sounding brass and nothing 
else (I Corinthians 13:1). No matter 
how eminent a prophet you may be or 


how skilled in the understanding or 
unraveling of mysteries, secret things, 
nor how much you think you know, 
or even if you have faith that 
you can do impossible things, and 
do not have this spirit of love as 


a guiding principle, you are nothing (I 
Corinthians 13:2). No matter how 
beneficent you may be, even if you be- 
stow all your goods on the poor, no 
matter how earnest and self-sacrific- 
ing you may be, even though you went 
to the stake for your convictions, if 
you do not have love it will profit you 


nothing whatever (I Corinthians 
13:3). 
Then follow Paul’s definitions of 


love, not in the terms of the grammar- 
ian, the theologian, the school teacher, 
but by describing the effects on human 
character, much Jesus defined in 
the Beatitudes, or the first sixteen 
versus! of the Se:mon on the Mount, 
the character of the citizens of the 
kingdom He declared it to be His mis- 
sion to establish. The man in whom 
faith reigns long suffering and yet 
maintains his sweetness of spirit and 
good will toward men. He endures 
sickness, toil, privations, persecutions, 
for a long time, and yet does not lose 
confidence in man, nor ceases to hope 


as 


is 


for the best, nor does he return evil 
for evil. 

In this the Corinthians had mani- 
festly failed, for instead of resorting 


to arbitration in the church, they had 
engaged in brawis and disputes and 
carried them for adjustment before the 
heathen courts (I Corinthians 6:6-8). 
Again the man in whom love rules en- 
vieth not the gifts which God hath be- 
stowed on another, but on the other 
hand he makes the best of his own, 
and in this the Corinthians had la- 
mentably failed (read I Corinthians 
14). The man in whom love rules 
speaks no vauntings, throweth out no 
words of boasting or taunting, nor is 
he puffed up with the self-conceit of 
supposed knowledge. Knowledge, said 
Paul, the kind of knowledge you Cor- 
inthians are talking about, puffeth up; 


charity buildeth up, edifieth (I Cor- 
inthians 13:4). 
Nor does the man in whom love 


rules do unseemly things. He is a gen- 
tleman, a Christian gentleman, who 
would not knowingly do a discourteous 
act, nor does he seek first, last and all 
the time his own interests to the dis- 
advantage of his brother. Nor is he eas- 
ily provoked, not giving way to anger 
even under severe provocation. Nor 
does he readily assume the existence 
or practice of evil in another until it is 
clearly proven; nor when evil is dis- 
covered does he rejoice over that dis- 
covery, feeling that he is compliment- 
ed by the discovery of evil in another, 
but he rejoices when the truth, 
whatever it may is clearly re- 
vealed (I Corinthians 13:6). 

The man in whom love rules bears 
all things, that endures or bears 
with human weakness. He _ further- 
more believeth all things; that is, as 
we understand it, does not believe ey-

Success with Onions. 

An enterprising Nebraska girl 
sends the following account of how 
she grew a fine crop of onions and 
sold them at a good price. 

I selected an acre of bottom land 


which had been used for a garden for 
two consecutive vears. The land was 
almost level with a fall from north 
to south. The clay subsoil was slight- 
ly sandy; the soil a sandy loam. I 
had all the rubbish raked off and the 
ground plowed and harrowed about 
the first of November. About March 
1th I had it replowed, and harrowed 
both ways. It was then leveled down 


with a plank float. 

The planting was done March 12, 
with a drill using three pounds of 
seed per acre, in rows 14 inches apart. 
The seed was covered from two to 
three inches deep. 1 also drilled in a 
few radish seed to mark the rows. 

When the radishes were visible the 
full length of the rows, and the tiny 
onion plants .-commenced to peep 


through the ground I commenced hoe- 
ing and cultivating, using a combina- 
tion wheel hoe and cultivator. I went 
over the entire field either with the 
hoe or cultivator about twice a week, 
unless the ground was too wet, till 
July 15, when the onions were “laid 
by.”

first of May the 
all but one-fourth of an 
obliged to hoe the field 
hand hoe, on account of 
becoming so hard from 
the heavy rains that the wheel hoe 
would not work. All the weeding 
that could not be done with the wheel 
hoe was a space about two inches on 
each side of the plants. For this | 
used an old knife, with the blade bent 
about three inches from point of 
blade. I found it necessary to weed 
them about every two weeks or 
oftener.

ripe I had them pulled and placed in 
the loft of the barn. This was a 
clean, dry place with plenty of venti- 
lation. The onions were not topped 
till sold. They were all nicely cured 
by the middle of October. The Prize- 
takers weighed from one-half to one 
pound each and were such fine look- 
ing onions that they sold themselves. 
The Red Wethersfield were not quite 
as large as the other variety, but very 
sound and smooth. I had 100 bushels 
of Prizetakers and 50 bushels of the 
others. I sold the Prizetakers first. 
I sent a sample of them to the lead- 


ing merchants in the nearby small 
towns. In a few days I wert to the 
‘phone, called up the men and told 


them what they could have them for. 
One said they could get onions for 70 
cents. I said, “All right; mine are 
quoted at $1.” All the others ordered 
but this one man. He did later on, 
when they were all sold. 

The Red Wetherfields were not so 
uniform in size as the others, so | 
sorted them. There were about four 
bushels of small ones which I sold for 
85 cents per bushel. The grocer who 
had been ordering the most of me 
kept asking if I couldn’t spare a few 
more and I asked if the Red Wethers- 
field would do. He replied that he 
would take all I had. Before Novem- 
ber Ist all were sold without ex- 
pense of any kind. The gross re- 
ceipts from the one-fourth acre were 
about $150.

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Alfalfa in Northern Illinois. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I will give the readers of Wallaces’ 
Farmer my experience with alfalfa. 
We do not claim it is a success here 


yet, although there are a few pieces 
in Ogle and Lee counties that seem 
to be giving satisfactory results. One 
field on the river bottom, sown four or 
five years ago, is a permanent crop, 
yielding four or five crops annually. 

” In the spring of 1902 I sowed broad- 
cast one bushel of alfalfa seed on 
four acres, Without any nurse crop. 
The land had been hog pasture. The 
grass having been run out, I sowed 
this ficld to oats for a hog pasture, 
sowing it very thick. Not needing to 
pasture it early it got a very rank 
growth and a good coating of straw 
went ik to the ground. I then 
planted this land to potatoes for two 
years, having put no manure near it. 
Last fall I plowed it with a three-horse 
riding plow about seven Inches deep. 
I then ran the drag over it to level and 
pulverize. The next day I sowed the 
alfalfa broadcast with a seeder and 
dragged again to cover the seed. This 
was on April 19, 1902. June 21st I 
cut the alfalfa, clover and foxtail, the 


latter due to having the field in po- 
tatoes two years. The alfalfa was now 


eighteen inches high. 

On July 18th the growth was 24 
inches, roots more than 18 inches. I 
cut it again, letting both crops lie. 
About September lst the growth was 
the same as before and I cut it again. 
This crop would have made about 


three loads of hay had it not been so 
wet. I could not rake it tili it was all 
spoiled. When I cut it the last time 
I found quite a few blossoms. I sup- 
pose the wet season favored its 
growth, the ground being so soft that 
the mower would slip and the horses 
would sink down as when the frost is 
just out of the ground. Thanksgiving 
Day I found a few blossoms again. I 
dug down 380 inches and did not get 
to the ends of the roots. The frost had 
nipped the tops a little, but down at 
the roots it was still growing, with a 
growth of 18 inches since last cutting. 

I am located in northern Illinois, 100 
miles west of Chicago in the south- 
west corner of Ogle county, with water 
at a depth of 100 feet. The soil is 
black loam with red clay subsoil. Have 
had no stock of any kind on it this 
season. My intention is to make a 
hog pasture of it the coming season, 
if it should stand the winter.

I will give my experience with a 
gasoline engine, having used one for 
two years. Mine is q six horse power 
Stationary engine. My past experience 
has been most satisfactory. I use it 
in grinding feed, shredding corn and 
Sawing wood. The engine does its 
work well, and is easily kept in order 
and also safe. The cost of operating 
the engine is slight. It is always 
ready to start. For grinding feed it 
is very handy, far ahead of sweep 
power, as grinding may be done at 
any convenient time, such as days 
when no outside work can be done on 
account of unfavorable weather. 
Where a miller charges 5c per bushe! 
for grinding, a gasoline engine is a 
good investment for a man who has 
any amount of grinding to do.

During these tests both lots were 
given the run of alfalfa pasture. This 
would supply sufficient protein to bal- 
ance the ration without the addition 
of the dried blood, so the test simply 
shows that the feeding of the blood 
meal was not profitable when pigs 
were on good alfalfa pasture. Both 
lots were fed on a mixed ration, and 
rations both of which were well bal- 
inced. In the Iowa experiments dried 
blood was fed with a pure corn 
ration and in this case the dried 
blood and corn gave better and 
cheaper gains than the corn alone. 
They also used tankage with good re-

Rape for Hogs and Sheep. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Having used rape for hogs and 
sheep for five years or more I must 
say that I never found the trouble of 
which so many farmers complain dur- 
ing the last year, namely, that shoats 
got sore ears and back, and that sheep 
bloat. I hear some farmers complain 
that when chickens are fed on rape 
their eggs are not in as good condi- 
tion as otherwise, perhaps because 
they were confined too much to that 
one feed. I pastured both hogs and 
sheep during all last summer on it 
as long as it lasted, both day and 
night, rain or shine, without any bad 
effects to either. It certainly fattens 
sheep rapidly and in butchering for 
family use all mutton, even from those 
that had lately weaned their lambs, 
was abnormally fat. It is one of the 
cheanest as well as easiest handled 
forage crops. and I shall keep on 
growing it. I had thought to try a 
patch of alfalfa but fear it will not 
be advisable on tile drained lands on 


account of the danger of clogging up 
the small tile with rocts. I would 
not, however, be afraid of it on my 
six or seven-inch mains.

Change in Freight Classification | of 
S998; sem © 

Beginning January ist, a new rule 
governing the shipment of eggs has 
been inaugurated by a number of rail- 
roads. From the New York Produce 
Review we get the following concern- 
ing the new ruling: 

For some time the central traffic as- 
sociation has been agitating the ques- 


tion of responsibility for damage to 
eggs in transit with the endeavor to 
establish a standard of package and 


fillers for all goods to be transported 
at carriers’ risk. Claims for damages 
to eggs in transit have become a very 
serious matter with all the freight 
lines, and they have considered that 
these damages were very largely the 
result of the use of weak cases and 
fl msy fillers which are unfit to protect 
the fragile contents even with reason- 
ably careful handling 

A committee representing all of the 
freight lines met with a number of 
the leading shippers of eggs in Chicago 
on December 3d to consider the matter, 
and determined upon the following re- 
quirements for the standard egg case: 

Sides, bottom and top, at least 3-16 
in. thick, 

End pieces and center partition, 
in. thick 

End cleats. 1%4x7-16 in. thick. 

Nailed with cement wire nails 3 
penny fine. 12 nails on each side, bot- 
tom and top; 2% pound hard calender 
medium fil'ers, cons‘sting of 10 trays 
and 12 dividing boards. 

The committee advocated the dispar- 
agement of the use of all lighter cases 
and fillers, and the use of anv second 
hand cases for through shipments, ana 
declared that on and after January 1, 
1908, all claims for damages to eggs not 
in the standard cases, or to those 
shipped in second hand cases, are to be 
declined by the carriers. 

The requirements for the standard 
case as above given are met by all 
well made No. 2 ege cases as now gen- 
erally used by shippers. Lighter cases 
and second hand cases cannot be used 
without endangering the contents, and 
lighter fillers than those prescribed 
very commonly cause more breakage 
than their value amounts tc. Asa rule 
the trifle saved in the cost of packages 
and packing by the use of very licht 
or second hand cases, or cheap, flimsy 
filers, is no economy to the shippers. 
The 'r-ak®ge rore than offsots the dif- 
ference in cost, besides causing no end 
of annoyance and trouble. If the new
